DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed on 06/29/2000 are acceptable subject to correction of the 
inforr^alities indicated on the attached "Notice of Draftperson's Patent Drawing Review," 
PTO-948. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is required in 
reply to the Office action. The correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Response to Amendment 

2^ Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP

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3. In the remarks section, page 5. lines 1-3: applicant states that 'claims 1-33 are 
pending in the application'. However, claims 1-21 were previously cancelled as per 
paper Nos. 2 and 3. Hence claims 1-21 are not reconsidered for further examination. 

4. The amendment under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 09/09/2002 is insufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 30 and 32 based upon Ouderkirk et al. as set forth in the last 
Office action because: Ouderkirk does teach that the diffused reflective surface (137) 
(light diffuser) is at a surface of the lighting apparatus (140). According to Ouderkirk, 
light emerges from the optical cavity (Col. 9, lines 10-11), thus it can be considered as a 
lighting apparatus. Fig. 1 1 indicates that the diffused reflective surface (1 37) is located 
at the top surface of the lighting apparatus (140). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A Datent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed o^^^escribed as set 
ort? iS eln 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
he D ior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
vercn wT^^^^^^^^^^^ having ordinary skill in the art to which said sut^ect matter pertams. 

Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 22-27, 31 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ouderkirk in view of lijima et al. (lijima) (U.S.Patent No. 6,359,668). 

As to claims 22 and 23: Although Ouderkirk discloses all the limitations as 
cited in the original office action dated May 5,2002, Ouderkirk does not explicitly 
disclose that the lighting device has a number of dimples and projections on a 
surface and the surface also serving as a light diffusing plate, lijima on the other 
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hand, in disclosing a similar display device discloses that the light guide plate 
(130) comprises of projections (132) (Col. 16. lines 39-40) that is opposite to the 
light reflective device (50) and also serves as a light diffusing plate (40). 

As to claims 24-27, 31 and 33: lijima discloses a color filter whereby a 
color light ray is emitted, and the light diffusion plate and the light exit angle 
control is disclosed in detail in (Cols. 16 and 17). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to adapt the device configuration 
disclosed by lijima to the device disclosed by Ouderkirk for eliminating the 
positive-negative type of reversal between transmissive display and reflective 
display. 

7. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ouderkirk in view of Broer et al, as originally cited in the Office action dated May 5, 
2002.
